WOMAN OWNS WORK 
OF SIMILAR TITLE.

BOSTON, Jan. iZ.—Mrs ‘“‘Jack”’ Gard- 
would not talk today about the dis- 
patch from Rome, representing that the 
Giorgione painting, ‘‘Christ With the 
Cross,” had disappeared. 

“T know nothing of the disappearance 
of any old painting from Vicenza,’’ said 
Mrs. Gardner, diplomatically, and that 
was all. 

However, the public catalogue of Mrs. 
Gardner's art collection indicates that 
it contains a painting by Giorgione, 
‘“‘Hlead of Christ,’ and this picture came 
from the Loschi residence, Vicenza. Lo- 
cal artists point out that, whatever im- 
portance may be attached in Italy to 
the disappearance of this picture, there 
is no secrecy in this country about it. 

The public has seen it in Mrs. Gard- 
ner’s collection for several years and 
several ‘books on art speak of it as Mrs. 
Gardner's property. 

The painting, which is on wood, 
picts the head and shoulders of the 
Christ. The cross®is borne over the 
right shoulder. The painting is about 
1 foot & inches by 1 foot 4 inches in 
measure, Artists say it has been called 
indifferently ‘‘Christ Bearing the Cross,” 
or “Head of Christ.’ 

The painting is so celebrated that the 
guide books to Vicenza speak of it. It 
costs half a franc to view It. 


Listed as Mrs. Gardners, 


A book dealing especially with Gior- 
gione, who was born about 1477, states 
that the picture known as “Christ Bear- 
ing the Cross,’ formerly in the Casa 
(residence) Loscht at Vicenza, now be- 
longs to Mrs. Gardner of Boston, and 
the same book satates in its catalogue of 
Giorgione’s works that the picture is 
now in the collection of Mrs. Gardner, 1 
and that until about six year. ago it 
was in the Casa Loschi.

gium and other fore igh creditors. 

In such an jevent the failure of the 
fulliliment of | the obligation, it is be- 
lieved, would! have an ill effect upon 
other foreign relations of this country.

study of the phenomena of “cat fear,” 
as displayed by men and women, who 
seemingly have no other nervous dis- 
order. 

As a result of this study he finds that 
many men and women are able by Some 
subtle sense to detect the presence of a 
cat in the room although the cat may 
be unseen and unheard. 

He has found some cases where sick- 
ness followed the mere sight of a cat, 
yet the person may be able to look 
without the slightest emotion upon the 
larger and more dangerous animals of 
the cat species, such as lions, tigers, 
etc. 

He finds that women are more,apt to 
have this fear of cats than men; and 
he also firids that very few, either men 
or women, can give any reason for this 
repulsion against cata. 

He believes that the sense of smell 
has much to do with. these cases. That 
a person may have the sense of amel! so 
acute that the odor affects the nervous 
system, without the sufferer being con- 
scious of the odor. 

As a result of his research Dr. 
Mitchell has found that these cases of 
eat fear give rise to a variety of symp- 
toms. It is well known that asthma is 
often due to the presence of cats and 
other animals; besides asthma, many 
patients, on seeing a cat, have other 
symptoms, such as chilly sensations. 
weakness, lockjaw, etc. In some cases 
the symptoms are only fear, terror and 
diagust. Many of the cases are simply 
due to a family peculiarity. 

After sifting all the evidence he has 
received, Dr. Mitchell finds it very hard 
to account for the fear of cats. In 
speaking of the matter he says: : 

“We must agimit that all animals and 
human beings emit emanations, which 
are recognizable Dy many animals and 
are in wild creatures protectively valu- 
able. 

‘T am of the opinion that emanations 
from the cats, odorous to some, may 
in others cause emotional disturbance 
without so impressing the olfactory 
nerves as to be recognized ag odors. 

“When we seek an explanation of the 
terror inspired by cats in a few per- 
sons, we are forced to fall back upon 
the inherited remainders of anima) in- 
stincts.of protective nature. This view 
is, however, weakened by the fact that 
in most of the worst cases of cat fear 
there is no terror in the presence of the 
lion."’ 

The above ia the only explanation of 
“oat fear’ that Dr. Mitchell finds after 
his investigation. He further says that 
the ultimate cause of the unreasonable 
“eat fear’ is unexplainable. This fear 
ef cats is doubtless simply a constitu. 
tional peculiarity for which there its 
really no explanation.

MIDDLESBOHO, Ky., Jan. 2.—One 
of the largest raids ever made by rev- 
enue officers in Kentucky was made 
here by five Deputy Collectors and 
Marshals. :
